Vernon 
M. Riegel, state 
superin­ 
tendent 
of 
education, 
advised 
the 
commission that Lorain schools w ill 
open in September as usual, and it 
v iii not be necessary to use any of 
the popular subscription fund for re­ 
habilitation of the schools. 
The state 
uopaimient can provide relief from 
the 
educational 
equalization 
fund, 
Riegel said. 
This fund was swelled 
to $2,UUU,0U0 Ju ly 1, when all state de­ 
partments received their annual allot­ 
ment of funds. 
Riegel said $125,000 
w ill enable the schools to resume op­ 
erations and he asked that the gov­ 
ernor and the relief commission ap­ 
prove his plan to 
begin immediate 
distribution of the money appropriat­ 
ed for the use of Lorain.

Riegel, state 
superin­ 
tendent 
of 
education, 
advised 
the 
commission that Lorain schools will 
open iii September as usual, and it 
will not be necessary to us© any of 
the popular subscription fund for re­ 
habilitation of the schools. The state 
department can provide relief from 
the 
educational 
equalization 
fund, 
Riegel said. 
This fund was swelled 
to $2,006,060 July I, when all state de­ 
partments received their annual allot­ 
ment of funds. 
Riegel said $125,000 
will enable the schools to resume op­ 
erations and he asked that the gov­ 
ernor and the relief commission ap­ 
prove his plan to begin immediate 
distribution of the money appropriat­ 
ed for the use of Lorain.

“On January 2 following (1770) oth­ 
er heirs sold a piece of garden land on 
Green lane, on the northwest corner 
of the road to B arton’s point, for 300 
pounds to Daniel Jackson. Mrs. Dawes’ 
b rother, and finally they sold the Jack­ 
son mansion, on Sudb ury street, to 
John Coolidge 
for 1,200 pounds.

was next to the Benjamin Eustis es­ 
tate, and Samuel Fitts, and thus very 
near the Dawes mansion. 
The elder William Dawes sy mpa­ 
thized strongly with the colonies and 
one writer say s that "his apprentices 
were among the party who threw the 
tea overb oard in the Boston harb or. 
The elder William Dawes was a 
Strictly religious man, according to 
the light of his day . and is said nor to 
have allowed Ids children to laugh or 
look out of the window on the Sab ­ 
b ath.

“Not

on Saturday , that the day might b e 
one of rest for all memb ers of the

Charles 
Gates Dawes, He publican nominee for 
\ lee president. 
The Coolidge of the 
firm was an ancestor of the President 
of the United States. In the brief day 
of a newspaper reporter the recon­ 
struction Of the Coolidge family in*© 
is too tedious a task to say with cer­ 
tainty that the grocer Coolidge was 
the grandfather of several generations 
hack of the present head <>f the na­ 
tion.

Companion of Revere. 
The gn>eer Duwes was William, re­ 
ferred to usually us "tile patriot M w ho 
was the companion of Paul IU*cere, 
made famous by Longfellow. 
Concerning his poem it has ho ut 
printed that “Mr Longfellow wrote to 
tin acquaintance who sent him a little 
antiquarian volume, correcting some 
of the Imaginative statem ents in 'Paul 
lievere's lUde’j 
“ ‘Please accept my thanks for your 
beautiful book, William I ‘awes and his 
ride with Paul Revere. I have read it 
with great Interest and pleasure. 
I 
am afraid that you have convicted me 
of grave historic crimes and misde­ 
meanors. but I shall not appeal.’ ” 
Tills little volume ref tarred to is an 
e m q by Henry VV. Holland, read be­ 
fore the New England Historic Genea­ 
logical society on June 7, 1870, In 
which is attached a genealogy of the 
Du wee family. 
It w as In that genealogy that the 
fact was disclosed that Dawes and 


Coolidge were in the grocery business.

cooking his meals, sub­ 
stituting for coal in winter and even 
running hlg automobile. 
The United States bureau of chemis­ 
try has discovered a practicable meth­ 
od by which a ton of sun-dried wheat 
straw will yield 10.000 feet of illumi­ 
nating gus,' ten gallons of tar and 625 
pounds of carbon 
residue, which 
is 
excellent 
fuel, 
says Popular Science 
Monthly. The gas is 
said to bum suc­ 
cessfully in a mantle lamp, producing 
a blue flame that is restful to the eyes. 
It is also said to supply an efficient 
fuel for internal combustion engines. 
It Is estimate«] that 300,000 cubic 
feet of straw would do the cooking, 
house-lighting and heating on the aver­ 
age farm for a year. 
Of this, 55,000 
cubic feet would be used for cooking, 
10,000 for lighting, 201,000 for heating 
the house and 25,000 for heating wa­ 
ter. 
About 235 cubic feet would be 
used 
daily during 
the summer 
and 
about 1,750 during the winter. 
From forty-five to fifty tons of dry 
straw would be needed to produce this 
quantity of gas, assuming that straw 
would be used as fuel in distilling the 
gas. 
Experts of the bureau of chem­ 
istry have designed a special retort for 
the 
process. 
The 
gas 
bubbles 
up 
through water and then through fine- 
meshed screens and a layer of coke 
and charcoal. 
Thus purified, it passes 
to a storage chamber. 
About 300 cubic 
feet of straw gas is said to be sufficient 
to operate an automobile for 15 miles. 
The retorts necessary for distilling 
the gas are said t<> be inexpensive to 
construct and simple and safe to op­ 
erate.

Power and Light From 
Straw Seems Possible 
Straw 
soon may 
be 
lighting the 
farm er's house, 
cooking his meals, sub­ 
stituting for coal in winter and even 
running his automobile. 
The United States bureau of chemis­ 
try has discovered a practicable meth­ 
od by which a ton of sun-dried wheat 
straw will yield 10,000 feet of illumi­ 
nating gas, ten gallons of tar and 625 
pounds of carbon residue, which is 
excellent 
fuel, says Popular Science 
Monthly. 
The 
gas Is said to burn suc­ 
cessfully in a mantle lamp, producing 
a blue flame that is restful to the eyes. 
It is also said to supply an efficient 
fuel for Internal combustion engines. 
It Is estimated that 300,000 cubic 
feet of straw would do the cooking, 
house-lighting and heating on the aver­ 
age farm for a year. 
Of this, 55.000 
cubic feet would be used for cooking, 
19,000 for lighting, 201,000 for heating 
the house and 25,000 for heating wa­ 
ter. 
About 235 cubic feet would be 
used daily during the summer and 
about 1,750 during tile winter. 
From forty-five to fifty tons of dry 
straw would be needed to produce this 
quantity of gas, assuming that straw 
would be used as fuel in distilling the 
gas. 
Experts of the bureau of chem­ 
istry have designed ii special retort for 
the process. 
The 
gas 
bubbles 
up 
through water and then through fine- 
meshed screens and a layer of coke 
and charcoal. Thus purified, it passes 
to a storage chamber. About 300 cubic 
feet of straw gas Is said to be sufficient 
to operate an automobile for 15 miles. 
Tile retorts necessary for distilling 
the gas are said to Ik* inexpensive to 
construct and sim ple and safe to op­ 
erate.

The modern automobile is made to 
•limb almost anything but trees. 
But 
I wish to demonstrate that to climb a 
steep hill in high gear imposes the 
hardest kind of work not only on the 
engine, but also on every other part 
of the car. 
The low-gear ratios are 
provided for hill climbing and they 
should be used for it. 
It may bo well here to consider a 
little more carefully the amount of 
work 
performed 
by an 
automobile 
climbing a gradient on, say, a gear 
ratio of three to one. A ratio of three 
to one means that one revolution of 
the rear wheels is produced by three 
revolution*, of the engine shaft. With 
the lower gear ratio, the Intermediate 
and the low, the number of engine 
revolution* become still greater as 
compared to the number of road wheel 
revolutions. 


Propulsion of Car. 
It la not so difficult to compute with 
exactness the distance v. blob a car Ss 
propelled by one explosion in rite en­ 
gine cylinder and the power consumed 
In hill climbing. 
The circumference 
of a 32-Inch wheel is approximately 
IOO I Helves, and In covering on** mil** 
the wheel revolves 633 limes. 
With 
the motor turning over three times as 
fast as the road wheels, It will require 
1,988 revolutions cf the gear shaft to 
•roi^l the car one mile. 
Thus lf such 
a car should proceed at the rate of 30 
mile* per hour approximately 950 en­ 
gine revolution* per minute are re­ 
quired. 
This estimate assumes that the car 
be propelled over level ground.

high in one minute. 
Theoretically, 
then, the lifting of 2,*#X) pounds 200 
I eel requires 400,000 divided by 33,000, 
or 12.12 horsepower, and the losses 
through friction, air resistance, etc.. 
<<>n*utnt* the remainder of tie* theoret­ 
ical horsepower output. 
From all of 
this it must become apparent that 
rushing up u steep hill on the high 
gear must subject any car to enor­ 
mous stresses, which are likely to af­ 
fect the life and service of the car 
to a considerable degree. 


Small Amount of Labor Will Save 
Big Depreciation. 


If not properly cared for, Inactive 
machinery will depreciate more during 
a period of inactivity than when in 
actual use for the same length of 
time. Discarded farm Implements and 
abandoned factories fire common ox 
ample® of this, literally falling to 
pieces In a short time. 
For this rea­ 
son, automobiles 
must 
be 
properly 
prepared for storage through the win­ 
ter. 
An hour or two of preparation 
will prevent rapid depreciation and 
days of unnecessary work when lin­ 
ear is put on the road again In the 
spring. 
The cor should be raised three or 
four Inches from the fl*x»r and sup­ 
ported by four strong blocks at toe 
outer ends of the axles. These blocks 
should be large enough to prevent the 
car from sliding off to the floor if 
jarred. 
With the wheels raised from 
tho 
floor, wash the tires carefully wit’! 
gasoline to remove all dirt and grease 
spots. 
Fill all cuts and abrasions 
with tire filler or cement and then 
rub the casings with soapstone to ald 
In preserving tho rubber. 
After the 
tire* have been 
thoroughly cleaned, 
deflate them about two-thirds. 
A nor­ 
mal pressure of Of* pounds should be 
reduced to 20 pounds which is suffi­ 
cient to keep the tires In shape and 
form an air cushion for the heavy 
casings. 
Drain all water from the radiator, 
drain all gasoline from tho tank and 
drain ail oil from the crankcase. This 
prevents sediment from solidifying in 
the system* and prevents any possi­ 
ble chemical or corrosive action on 
metal parts. 
Removal of the storage battery is 
very Important 
If allowed to re­ 
main In the car, deterioration will 
ruin It In no time.
